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FOREWORD 

This list comprises all known publications of 
documentary material necessary for the study of 
state constitutional conventions. This includes of- 
ficial publications, official reprints, and docu- 
ments included in other volumes (as historical so- 
ciety collections and congressional documents); but 
not material in legislative records, such as that 
providing for calling of conventions and for amend- 
ments. Debates which were reported only in newspa- 
pers are noted, but files of these newspapers are 
likely to be found only in the local libraries of 
their respective states. 

There is, of course, a great difference in the 
importance of the works listed, the more valuable 
being the "Journals", "Proceedings", or "Minutes", 
and the "Debates". It is hoped that the list of 
the works of major importance is substantially com- 
plete. Of the minor items, it may seem that some 
are of no importance at all; but as a scholar may 
approach his subject from any angle, all publica- 
tions, such as rules, ordinances, reports of com- 
mittees, speeches, lists of members, where such 
have been separately published, have been included. 
It will be noted however that the major items are 
always listed first. The constitutions themselves 
are not generally listed, because they are included 
in Thorpe's edition of "Constitutions and Char- 
ters", 7v. 1907 (in U.S. 59 Cong. 2 sess. H.misc. 
doc. 357) Certain constitutions, however, as those of 
the southern states in 1861, and proposed constitu- 
tions which were never adopted, have been listed. 



The material Is arranged by states alphabetic- 
ally, and under each state by the convention or 
other body chronologically. Titles are In brief, 
and place of publication is given only when not at 
the state capital. 

For convenience of reference each separate item 
is numbered even when a reprint or in a collection. 
Altogether the 615 numbers represent some 557 dif- 
ferent publications relating to state constitution- 
al conventions. 

As the material is somewhat scattered in The 
Newberry Library, owing to the different forms in 
which it has been published, the Newberry call num- 
bers have been affixed in suare brackets for faci- 
lity in reference, e.g. for the Alabama convention 
of 1861, "Ordinances (and resolutions) 1861. 
[J 5873.02]" 

The location in certain Chicago libraries is 
also given, and following the plan of the List of 
serials in public libraries of Chicago and Evanston 
1901, and Supplement 1905, letters are used to indi- 
cate where the material may be found,- Chicago Pub- 
lic, C; Chicago Historical Society, H; John Crerar, 
J; Newberry, N; Northwestern University, Nw; North- 
western University Law, Nwl ; University of Chicago, 
U, e.g. for the Illinois convention of 1869-70, 
"Debates and proceedings. 1870. 2v. [J 4896.4345] 
CHJNNwNwlU" (This is the only case, however, where 
all seven libraries have the publication) The num- 
ber of titles in the other libraries is doubtless, 
however, larger than noted here, for only their ti- 
tles cataloged under the heading "Constitutional 
conventions" have been listed, and not their mate- 
rial included in other works. 

Besides the copies seen in Chicago libraries, 
much help was had from certain printed lists, es- 
pecially from R.R.Bowker's "State Publications", 
1908, which gave with accuracy about 400 items; 
from the New York Public Library Bulletin for April 
1904 (265); from the Library of Congress printed 
cards (259); and from the "Handlist of legislative 
sessions and session laws... and constitutional con- 
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ventions", published by the Massachusetts State Li- 
brary In 1912, which Includes 295 items. Besides
